Something. happens 
which men think will cause dapression 
and depreciation, and this sAhought 
spreads in ever widening circleé like a 
sort of crowd madness —taking coun- 
sel of its fears rather than of its 
tudgement until it actually brings about 
the disaster which it prophesied. Since 
Atlanta arose triumphant from 
ashes of Sherman's army, it has encoun- 
tered many situations more serious than 
the present.

Georgetown, Ky., July 
fourth trial of Caleb Powers on the 
charge of complicity in the murder ot 
Governor W. M. Goebel today was in- 
definitely postponed following the ac- 
tion of Special Judge George E. Rob- 
bins in vacating the bench because of 
charges of blas. Attorneys’could not 
agree on a suitable man to try the 
case and Robbins adjourned the court. 
The trial will not proceed until Gov- 
ernor Beckham appoints a new judge. 

Members of the legislature of 1900 
had been summoned by the defense to 
prove that the caucus declaring Goebel 
governor was not legal. This evidence 
is to be introduced in support of the 
pardon issued to Powers by Governor 
W. S. Taylor during his short regime, 
The pardon has heretofore been held 
invalid. Powers had the pardon in his 
possession when arrested. 

Like Bomb Shell Explosion, 

Judge Robbins, in a written decision 
which he read in open court, vacated 
the -bench this morning. His decision 
followed the filing of an affidavit by 
Powers alleging that Judge Robbins 
was prejudiced and could not give him 
a fair trial. This conclusion came like 
a bombshell explosion in the camp of 
the prosecution and was a great sur- 
prise to the defense. Judge Robbins 
took up each allegation of Powers and 
denied specifically that they were true, 
but said that it was too late to mar 
his record as judge by sitting in a 
case when he was accused of unfair- 
ness. He said that the statement to. 
the effect that he had said after the 
last trial that they were all guilty and 
should be hanged was entirely false. 
He said that his political affiliations 
would not influence him against the de- 
fendant, but that he was a democrat 
and had been a democratic 
holder.

The commission held that the rates to 
these suburban mill points in excess of 
those to Augusta are, under the circum- 
stances, unjust and unreasonable. The 
places ordered to be put in the Augusta 
group are Aiken, Langley, and Granite- 
ville, in South Carolina, but Blackville, 
S. C., forty-six miles east of Augusta, 
was not ordered to be included in the 
Augusta group.

The struggle, a brief one, is over, and the law is now a fact. Drastic 
in its provisions it is unquestionably, and in many quarters it will, no doubt, ' 
be considered oppressive, even to the point of confiscation. But it is* the | 
law, and all interests, however they may be involved or affected, must make 
the best. ot it. 

Now that the law is fixed, and there remains a period of five months 
for adjustment to the new conditions, there is little doubt that individual 
and community energy and enterprise will speedily rebuild and replace! 
whatever material losses its enforcement may bring. 

The Constitution agreed with the emphatic attitude of Governor Smith, 
as expressed in his inaugural message, for local option, but the general as-| 
sembly refused to be guided by the governor’s advice. 

The question which confronts the people now is not one of the wisdom 
or the folly of the law; it is not a question of whether it is too severe 


However, this limited enforcement of the law is encouraging. It gives 
birth to the belief that, perhaps, after some months, the department may 
get around to taking care of other sections of the country which are suf- 
fering just as badly from delayed mai] and passenger service as is the ter- 
ritory around and adjacent to Chicago, where the law has been applied. 

The result of the enforcement of the law in the west was to bring the 
representatives of several] of the big western lines into hurried conference. 
They were amazed, the dispatch states, to find they were in danger of los- 
ing 15 per cent of their mail pay, unless they maintain their schedules.

The time has come when the public insists on having, above 
everything else, a dependable service, and the railroads must give it to them 
or take the conseqtences.

[t is a civic duty, from the responsibility of which no man can escape, 
to assist in the strict enforcement of this, as it is of all other laws of the 
state, just as much so as it is to aid in the prevention of murder, burglary 
or larceny and the detection and punishment of those or any other crimes, 
the commission of which may come within his circle of observation. 

The good citizen cannot conscientiously say, ‘““‘The law is a bad one, and 
therefore I will wink at its violation.’’ Therein he discounts his civic re- 
sponsibility and encourages the same spirit in others with regard to laws 
the violation of which he may himself abhor. 

Whether this law be a good one or a bad one: whether it be good in 
part and bad in part, it is the law and it must be enforced—not in the 
part alone which may be considered good, but as a complete law in its every 
teature and its every detail. 

There may come a time in the near future when even ardent advocates 
of the measure will admit that certain provisions of it are unnecessarily 
severe and drastic; but without the enforcement of the law that time may 
be long postponed or never come at all. In its enforcement lies, at last, 
the only possibility of securing a perfect and a satisfactory statute. 

But above all this THE STATE PROHIBITION LAW, like every other 
solemn enactment of the people and their representatives, MUST BE EN- 
FORCED BECAUSE IT IS THE LAW.

By a vote of 15 to 6 the republican state committee of Ohio has in- | 
dorsed the presidential aspirations of William H. Taft. From the ranks of) 
the Foraker-Dick contingent there has been going up for several months | 
the disconcerting cry that Taft had not the ghost of a show at carrying} 
Obio; that since no man could expect to receive consideration at the h«nds | 
of the national republicans who did not have the backing of his home state, 
Tatt was effectually eliminated as a presidential factor. 

In the height of his self-renunciation and self-abnegation, and after 
many exhaustive conferences with Senator Dick, the boss of the Ohio ma- 
chine, Senator Foraker months ago consented to offer his own name to | 
the voters of Ohio and have them choose, in a state primary. between bhim-| 
self and Secretary Taft for the presidential indorsement. The issue was | 
clearly drawn; it was to be Foraker for president and Taft for United States | 
senator, or vice versa. The big secretary was in Cuba at the time, but 
his friends agreed to accept the challenge, provided the republican state 
committee should decide to submit the questicn to the voters. 

We have rarely heard of such gentleness and tender consideration on} 
part of any executioner as was shown by the republican state committee of 
Ohio when it indorsed the Taft presidential boom. The committee was 
sure “the great majority of the people: of Ohio” indorsed Mr. Taft for the 
presidency; that they fully realized his “ability and distinguished services” 
and that they “overwhelmingly desirea” his name presented to the nation 
as Ohio's candidate for ‘the presidency, But realizing that this action might 
hurt Senator Foraker’s feelings, they delicately added there was no inten- 
tion to annihilate the senator; that Ohio needed the senator: that the sen- 
ator’s services had been characterized by ‘ability, wisdom and patriotism,” 
and “we emphatically declare that we do not desire the elimination from 
public life of Senators James B, Foraker and Charles Dick.” How com- 
forting! 

Naturally, Senator Foraker declines to abide by the decision, declaring 
the committee’s action unauthorized, and expressing his determination to 
have the question fought out in the next state convention on the ground 
that it is the only body competent to speak. 

The kind of relentless enmity which Foraker cherishes toward Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has before this led men into a quagmire which they have 
found it difficult to leave. 

Secretary Taft is supposed to have the nominal] backing of President 
Roosevelt in his campaign for the republican presidential nomination. Taft 
seems to have a strong hold on the republican voters of the country. If 
Ohio should put him forward as a favorite son, his chances of landing the 
nomination would be vastly improved. But Senator Foraker wants it under- 
stood that Ohio has but one favorite son and that is—Foraker. 

The gentleman with the red shirt may think he has a strangle hold upon 
the office of senator, but if his ambition séeks to encompass the defeat of 
another able Ohioan who is signaled out for other honors at the hands 
ot his party, he may lose even the senatorship, notwithstanding the assurance 
of distinguished consideration expressed by the state machine when it guil- 
lotined him with the Taft resolution.

ATLANTA PIONEER 


a Three Weeks’ 
liIness.

W. S. Withers, president and founder 
of the Withers foundry and machine 
‘works, an Atlanta pioneer, a successful 
| business man, a life-bng worker in the 
| cause of temperance and for fifty years 
,an active and devout member of the 
| First Baptist church, died yesterday 
‘morning at 7:30 o'clock at the residence 
‘of his son, Wm. Withers, on Oakland 
Street in Oakland City. 

Mr. Withers was in the seventy- 
fourth year of his age and had been a 
resident of Atlanta for more than a 
half century. 

Few residents of Atlanta were more 
widely known than was Mr. Withers, 
and none held the respect and esteem 
| of those with whom he was thrown in 
daily contact more than he. A tireless 
worker, always full of energy, an up- 
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| right man, ever zealous in the cause he 
may have espoused, Mr. Withers lived 
a life as pure as it was simple, a life 
upon which children and his grand- 
children, his friends and his A@Ss#oclates 
may always look with pride. Of a strik- 
ing appearance and with a striking per- 
sonality, he was known at sight by as 
many Atlantans as any one who ever 
‘walked the streets up to a few years 
-ago. when Atlanta took on its great and 
‘rapid growth. Slightly above the av- 
,@rage height. with an unusually stout 
i'form, always wearing a full beard 
| which became snowy white as he aged, 
‘he would attract attention in any gath- 
ering. Apleasant face, always wreathed 
‘in smiles, a deep but pleasant’ voice 
with an excellent command of language, 
he quickly became the central figure

| From his earliest days tn Atlanta he 
was an wncompromising worker for 
temperance and it is doubtful if there 
is a man in Georgia who did more work 
for the cause than he Bspecially dili- 
gent and energetic was Mr. Withers 
during the two local option elections In 
Atianta. In meetings and upon the 
streess he advocated the outlawry of 
whidky and though he was upon his 
dying bed when the state senate passed 
the temperance measure, there was no 
happier man within the gtate of Georgia. 
Though weak and worn from his long 
“iliness, Mr. Withers watched the pro- 
gress of the fight in the house and fre- 
quently expressed a desire to live long 
enough to see the act become a larw. 
But though the house adopted the bill 
twelve hours before he passed away, he 
knew nothing of what would have been 
to him the greatest victory of his life. 
Devoted Church Member. 

His devotion to his church was as 
complete as it was to the cause of tem- 
perance and many sermons by him upon 
the streets were heard by large gath- 
erings, for he was an interesting talker. 
Even before the Salvation Army in- 
vaded Atlanta Mr. Withers was recog- 
nized as one of Atlanta’s street preach- 
ers. When the Salvation army first 
came to Atlanta two ladies from the 
east formed the scouting party, and 
Mr. Withers at once joined hands with 
them. The first Salvation army hall in 
Atlanta was on the second floor of that 
building on the wes; side of Broad 
street next the railroad’ tracks. A 
dozen or fifteen men had gathered in the 
hall that firat evening, every one but 
one having been drawn through curios- 
ity. That single exception was Mr. 
Withers. The gathering was inclined to 
levity until Mr. Withers arose. I was 
assigned to the meeting by the city 
editor. The Salvation army was hew 
to even a newspaper in those days. Mr. 
Withers did not become severe. He was 
the contrary exactly, and within a few 
minutes respect for thoge two women and 
their work had taken the place of thé 
inclination to levity. That very night 
one of Atlanta’s hardest and most con- 
stant drinkers gave his hand to the Sal- 
vation army workers and afterward 
died a sober man, the papers of that 
day teiling of his change in life. 

Mr. Withers came to Atlanta in the 
middle fifties—’56 or ‘$7—and within a 
short time afterward married Miss 
Julia Carlisle, the first girl child to be 
born wpon the site of the present great 
city.

City Engineer Clayton, with a full 
force of assistants and Hands, began 
yesterday afternoon the work of sur- 
veying and measuring the ew reser- 
voir at Hemphill station. 

It will require several days to com- 
plete this work and as soon as it is 
done a report will be made to the 
mayor and the special council commit- 
tee. This committee will then hold a 
conference with the board of county 
commissioners. 

It is believed that when the figures 
are presented to the county board that 
satisfactory arrangements’ will be 
made by which the county will put the 
convicts to work on the reservoir at 
an early date. 

The water board has declared that 
until the new reservoir is built the city 
can never be fully equipped with a 
waterworks system that will meet the 
demands made for water. 

Mayor Joyner says the preliminary 
work will be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible and that no time will be lost in 
getting the matter properly before the 
county board. 

Members of the city council are still 
talking “pump.” When the council 
meets next Monday afternoon the pump 
question will come up again and {it is 
believed that some _ definite decision 
will be. reached. 

Council Equally Divided. 

It is said that the council is about 
equally divided between a centrifugal 
and a Holly vertical pump. A majority 
of the aldermanic board is said to fa- 
vor the Holly pump. 

Some of the council members who are 
opposing the Holly pump say that they 
believe the bid -is too high and that if 
all bids were declared off the _ city 
might save several thousand dollars no 
matter which pump was purchased. 

It is belleved that a majority of 
council favor final action next Monday 
and that before the body adjourns a 
deciding vote will have been taken.

Decline Attributed to Report 
of Corporation, 


It Shows Shrinkage in New Business 
Amounting to 25 Per Cent From 
Business of the Same Time 
Last Year—The Market 
Closed Weak. 


New York, July 3!.—The decline ia 
prices today got its principal inspiration 
from the quarterly report of the United 
States Stee] Corporation. The main fac- 
tor in discouraging sentiment was ‘ne 
statement given by one of the direc- 
tors that the amount of new business Of 
the corporation for July had contracted 
25 to 30 per cent from %the business of 
July, 1906, a shrinkage so considerable 
as to give occasion for much gerious 
thought of the extent to which the slow- 
ing up in general business might 6o. 
Thus it happened that stocks turned 
weak on the appearance of the report of 
the record quarterly earnings of the 
Stee] Corporation. The fact that these 
earnings would constitute a new record 
was definitely known for several days 
before the report was published, al- 
though the figures exceeded the most 
Sanguine estimate. The decrease in the 
volume of orders on hand on June 30, 
compared with the preceding quarter 
was no greater than Was expected. But 
these facts apply to past conditions and 
failed to appeal to stock market Senl- 
ment. The fact dwelt on was that the 
present condition in the steel trade rep- 
resents a considerable reaction with data 
lacking to define the ultimate limits of 
the reaction. Some of the features of 
the accounting in the.quarterly report 
had an influence in affecting the conti- 
dence with which it was received. A 
new: method of accounting was adopted 
in the previous quarterly report, so that 
the comparison with that was consid- 
ered. accurate, but in the comparison 
with last year there is a discrepancy 
which there is no information to gauge 
properly. The old form included in the 
deductions from g¥oss earnings the cost 
of renewals as well as ordinary repair: 
and maintenance of plants, while the 
new form had dropped out that word, 
While the sum of $18,500,000 apprapri- 
ated from the surplus for ‘‘new plants” 
and other items constitutes a record and 
compares with $13,000,000 of the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year, the item 
of “special improvement and _ replace- 
ment funds’ stands at $1,000,000, com- 
pared with $2,000,000 for the correspond- 
ing quarter last year. The significance 
of these changes could only be properly 
understood by an expert accountant, but 
they formed the subject of discussion 
in making up the unfavorable impres- 
sion following the publication of the re-
